Document Al discloses a fiiser having a plurality of temperature detection elements 
which detect the surface temperature of the fiiser roller and a plurality of thermostats as a 
safety device for temperature detection. The temperature detection elements and the 
thermostat are placed in bilateral symmetry in the traveling direction of the paper. These 
plural thermostats can minimize the error in detecting the temperature.
